SEASONABLE IMMIGRATION. 

The severe blizzard which recently 
Swept over Manitoba is a ¢eouble sur- 
prise because of the Jateness of the 
season and the excessive mildness of 
the preceding part of the winter 
throughout the Canadian West. 
While such storms are unpleasant toa 


Supreme degree, they are not neces- 
sarily of injury to ihe seitled farming 
part of the country. Indeed, a heavy 
fall of snow coming immediately be- 
fore the spring break-up, after a win- 
ter of light snow fall, is of thagreatest 
possible advantage in wetting the 
ground for the spring crop. Spring 
@routh is the great drawback to 
farming in the West, and anything 
that will give spring moisture is good 
for the crop. Snow storms have oc- 
curred in Manitoba and the west even 
as late as May, and while people who 
were faint hearted or unprepnred 
would feel like clearing the country 
because of them, they were really of 
Whe greatest benefit, The ‘fingst 
spring, the spring of clear, sunny, 
breezy weather, un'nierruvted by rain 
or snow during April or May, is the 
worst possible spring for the produc- 
tion of an early and good harvest. A 
long continued dry spring means late 
and puny growth, and consequent light 
and late harvest, unless the conditions 
of summer and fall are especially fav- 
orable. Other thirgs being equal, a 
stormy spring is likely to bring the 
best harvest. 

But to the farmer who is unprepared 
for such emergency, either in the hous- 
ing of his family or his stock, cannot 
help but suffer from such storms in 
proportioa to their suddenness and 
beverity. The settler already estiab- 
lished, who is in that position, has fre- 
quently himself only to blame; but the 
new settler, the immigrant who is just 
coming into the couniry, meets in such 
a storm a misfortune against which 
he cannot fully provide and from the 
effects of which he is bound to suffer 
possibly to a very serious degree. It is 
a matter of deepest regret to those 
who have the best interests of the set- 
tlement and settlers of the Northwest 
at heart, that so many immigrants 
take the heavy chances of coming into 
the country in the very early spring. 
No doubt the very fine weather of the 
past winter has been an inducement 
to this early coming, and therefore the 
number of immigrants caught by the 
storm is greater than usual. This 
would seem to be a suitable time to 
emphasize and impress the idea that 
there is on the average a loss and inot 
a gain to the immigrant by coming 
west in the late winter or very early 
spring. He comes at such a time with 
the idea of getting on his own lend in 
time to produce a crop the same sea- 
son. The idea is creditable, but the 
result does not generally work out as 
expected. Given a uniformly fine 
Spring such we we generally have, and 
possibly the early comer miiy hjave 
some advantage; but in case of such 
a storm as that which has recently 
taken place, the new setiler who faces 
that storm with his family, stock and 
effects on the train, or unhoused at 
his destination suffers in body and in 
purse to an extent that may cripple 
entirely his first season’s operations. 
No matter how early the settler may 
come, by the time he gets his place lo- 
cated and is able to break land it jis 
already late in the season to expect a 
fair average crop. He has been at ex- 
tra expenses for feed, board and hous- 
ing by coming so early; he has beenjin 
a scramble to get his land selected 
and get it in good time; he is always 
behind in his first season’s work, hay- 
ing undertaken too much; and he pos- 
sibly faces the winter without proper 
preparations for his family or stock 
and without adequate result from his 
late seeding, unless the season be es- 
pecially favorable. 

The time for the homesteader with 
family and stock, to come to the Nor- 
thwest is in the latter half of May. 
Then the weather has become settled, 
the grass is green, his stock will feed 
and improve anywhere they are turned 
out without cost to himself or danger 
to them; his family can live comfort- 
ably in a tent, the country is in froba 
condition to be travelled over, and jand 
cam be selected to the best advantage 
and at the smallest possible expense. 
There need be none of the hurry in 
location that is necessary if a crop is 
to be produced in the same season. If 
the homesteader has his land selected 
and his family located upon it some- 
time in June so that he can commence 
breaking for his next  season’s 
crop in that month—which is 
the month for  breaking—he is 
in plenty of time to get a 
profitable crop the next year. Hav- 
ing finished his breaking he has plen- 
ty of time to put up hay for /his ftticck 
and a house for his family, and conm- 
fortable, although possibly temporary, 


outbuildings before winter sets in. He 
is thus ready to face the winter with 
all preparations made, and he has been 
at no cash outlay during the summer 
except for food actually required. Te 
get in a full summer of his own ‘work 
on his own place, doing everything to 
advantage and at the right time, 2 
though paying ior the food he requir- 
es, is better pusiaess than working all | 
summer at a scrambling rate on the 
off chance of raising a few acres of | 
crop. It is cheaper to buy what little 
food he requires than to try to raise 
it under disadvantageous conditions. » 
Of course his condition is vastly im- | 
proved if he has a few cows to milk 
during the summer. This gives him a 
return surer and better than the crop, 
and makes him practically independent 
from the start. During the winter he ! 
is in a position to get out rails and | 
building timber, and having put in a 
comfortable and profitable winter, he | 
enters upon kis second season with 
everything in his favor for getting a 
good. returm for his labor of the pre- 
vious summer; while his neighbor who 
scrambied all summer, and scrambled 
aod suffered ali winter, is still scramb- 
ling when his second spring begins, | 
and is not in as nearly a good positicn | 
to secure a good return. 
If all the settlers who have come | 
to the Northwest in past years, eee] 
come in late May rather than in early 
April, an immense amourt of suffering 
aad loss would have been avoided and 
the seitlers themselves would have 
been far further ahead to-day. It is | 
to be hoped, that with the rush of im- 
migration now taking place ani likely | 
to continue for some years, the wiser 
policy will prevail. If the recent 
storm has an effect in emphasizing 
that policy, it will have done more 


good) than harm.

The Opening of the Assembly. 


(Special correspondence.) 

Regina, March 21st; At threeo’clock 
this aiternoon an escort of Northwest 
Moucted Police, composed of some fif- 
teen men, surrounding the Lieutenant- 
Governor and his aide, Capt. MacDon- 
nell, trotted smari, :to the square in 
front of the 'egislati,  uildings. With 
a clatter of accoutre ts and the 
ring i shod hoofs o.  half-frozen 
hali-bare ground, the esc. in obedi- 
ence to a sharp word of .Jmmand, 
swung right and lined -up on the 
square, fucing the unimposing pile 
wherein our legislators sit “and draft 
with care’ and tact an act to amend 
the amendment of the amended muni- 
cipal act.” The flag went up, the 
bugle rang out, the royal salute was 
given, and His Honor alighted and with 
his A. D. C. entered the legislative as- 
sembly, already crowded with the capi- 
tal’s beauty and best. So large was the 
the assemblage, or so small the hail, 
that the members’ places and chairs 
were filled, compelling them to per- 
force range themselves along the wall. 
The greater numbers of the spectators 
were ladies. The legislative chamber 
is about the size of Hourstion’s Hall, 
with a raised dias at one end. On 
this dias is the throne from which His 
Honor reads the address, and not the 
greatest of the fictions which sur- 
rowad a legislative chamber is that the 
throne which is a “throne” while oc- 
cupied by the Lieutenant-Governor im- 
mediately becomes a chair when occu- 
pied by the speaker. Two doors open 
into the hall at the dias end, one gn 
each side of the “throne-chair.” From 
that on the right the members and 
supporters of the government entered, 
Messrs. Hau'tain, Sifton and Bulyea, 
and among them on opening day was 
Jack Shera, member for Victoria, who 
last session. sat on the opposition ben- 
ches. Whether his presence on _the 
government side was by accident or 
design later events and votes will 
show. From the other disor “few in 
numbers but stout in heart” came the 
opposition. Their leader, D. H. Mc- 
Donald, of Fort Qu’Appelle, is a 
shrewd-faced business man and intent- 
ly he listened to the reading of the ad- 
dress. Beside him stood his lieuten- 
ant, Sam McLeod, of Prince Albert, 
tall and handsome, with a crown of 
grey-black hair. Neither Messrs. Ben- 
cett nov Villeneuve were present. Not 
having any chairs the members of the 
governmect and opposition alike stood 
and leaned against the wall in posi- 
tions of varying gracefulness and ease. 

For a quarter of an hour the spec- 
tators waited, the Governor being in 
his private quarters in the other end 
of the building. Then the door to the 
left of the dias was thrown author- 
itatively open and Capt. Macdonnell, 
A. D. C., strode in and with him! (Com- 
missioner Perry. Capt. MacDonnell is 
the possessor of a rich baritone voice 
which was heard to good advantage 
when he announced “His Honor, the 
Lieutenant-Governor.” The announce. 
ment brought the spectators to their 
feet and before its echoes had died 
away His Honor entered, girded in the 
attire of his high office, the Windsor 
uriform. Having arrived His Honor 
lost no time in proceeding to business. 
In a clear voice, though somewhat 
rapidly, he read the speech from 
ese throne, which we give in full be- 
ow.

to forward a particular interest of 
this gceat country, let me suggesy 
that, whi'e we ask that a minimum 
valu*tion be placed upon horses, we 
are not only willing but are anxious 
that horses of a certain. class above 
a certain valuation shali be admitted 
free. [ think every horse rearer in 
the country will agree to that proposi- 
tion. Those who framed the tariff 
in force at the present time saw fit to 
admit certrin valuable horses free, 
and everybody who is interested in the 
horse business in this country, agrees 
that that is a sound business proposi- 
tion. Then, just as it is reasonable 
and desirable to admit certain super- 
ior classes of horses free of duty into 
this country, it is reasonable and de- 
sirable to exclude, as far as possible, 
certain inferior classes of horses from 
this country. Every practical agricul- 
turist thoroughly understands that a 
good horse is good for the country and 
a poot horse is bad for the country. 
The less we have of the poorer class of 
horses the better. If we are going to 
great expense, as we are in all parts 
of the country, individually, munici- 
pally, provincially and nationally, to 
improve our stock of horses; and if we 
recognize, as we do, the great neces- 
sity of that improvement to the high- 
est degree all over the country, then I 
ask hon. gentlemen, is it common sense 
to leave the bars down, to allow these 
efforts that we are making to improve 
our horses to be destroyed by the un- 
restricted influx of an undesirable 
class of horses? It has been pointed 
out that it is this class of horses af 
low valuation, which, because they are 
of low valuation, do not receive the at- 
tention that is given to horses of 
greater value, that are really the cause 
of the introduction of diseases of var- 
ious kinds into our country, ‘These 
are the horses which frustrate the ef- 
forts which we are making to improve 
our stock both directly and indirectly. 
[I repeat, it is not a question of improv- 
ing the horse stock of this country 
bia simple manipulation of the tariff; 
it is a question of taking such means 
as may be reasonable and as are ne- 
cessary to prevent the deterioration of 
our horse stock by certain means with- 
in our knowledge. The suggestion is 
made that one way of doing this would 
be to place a minimum valuation on 
horses brought in from the United 
States. Any other means that will 
gain the same end wil] be entirely ac- 
ceptable. If any better means can be 
suggested by any hon. member, I am 
safe in saying that those who are. in- 
terested will be glad to accept it. We 
are not particularly anxious that the 
improvement shall be brought about 
by a minimum valuation. But that 
seems a ready and easy means of ar- 
riving at this necessary vesult, tosave 
the pasture of our prairie for valuable 
stock, to conserve the éfforts we are 
making to improve our horses, to place 
the horse raising industry of this coun- 
try upon the highest level of the whole 
world, which is what we ought to en- 
deavor to achieve, and what we can 
achieve, I believe, if reasonable meas- 
ures are taken. It is quite possible 
that the country may prosper, and 
that the horse industry may progper, 
whether the minimum valuation is in- 
creased or not. But we take the liber- 
ty of placing before this House of Com- 
mons the facts of the case as practical 
men, representing a practical question, 
and we ask for practical action by the 
House without regard to _ theories, 

which do not properly apply.

Alberta’s New Industry. 


Frank Sentinel; A new industry— 
the raising of sugar beets and the 
manufacture of sugar--is about to be 
introduced into Southern Alberta. Pre- 
parations are made for the building of 
an immense factory this summer in 
the new town of Raymond. This es- 
tablishment, which will cost not less 
than half a million deilars, is promis- 
ed in time to manufacture #he crop cf 
1902. 

In the meantime farmers in the vi- 
cinity are taking paius to learn the ins 
and outs of beet root raising. Un- 
der the direction oi an expert, each 
farmer will this year cultivate a small 
plot. Experiments have already been 
made proving Southern Alberta very 
well adapted in soil and climate for 
this purpose. The yields have been 
large and analytical tests satisfactory 
in every case. Z 

The initiative has been taken in this 
new branch of agriculture by settlers 
and capitalists who have come in from 
Utah. There the industry is becom- 
ing well established. 

It is just in the last few years ¢hat 
the sugar beet has been cultivated to 
any extent in America, The process 
of manufacture has not yet been thor- 
oughly Americanized. Indeed some of 
the machinery in use is yet imported 
from Belgium, Germany and North 
France, where the industry is well es- 
tablished. 

One drawback in the west will be 
the scarcity of labor, fields of beet 
roots taking a great deal of aitention. 
They will be profitable however. From 
fifteen to twenty tons per acre can be 
grown, and the farmer realizes about 
four or five dollars a ton. From one 
ton of beets about 200 pounds of sugar 
can be made. e 
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After British Immigrants. 


Hon James Smart, deputy minister 
of the interior, gave evidence before 
the house committee on agriculture 
and coloizftibn recently regarding 
the re-organization of the Canadian 
immigration agencres in the United 
Kingdom and Europe. 

The bead office in London is to be 
removed from the offices of the high 
commissioner to a more central local- 
ity where a display will be kept up 
of Canadian products under the high 
commissioner. Mr. W. T. R. Preston 
will have charge of ali the British 
agencies in Europe, reporting directly 
to the department at Ottawa. In Ire- 
land the agency in Ulster is placed in 
charge of Mr. O'Kelly, with head- 
quarters in Belfast, the Dublin agency 
will remain in charge of Mr. Devlia. 
The head office for Scotland wili be 
at Glasgow, in charge of Mr. Murray. 
There are 28 local agents scattered 
among the central district. These 
agents are to be paid by a commission 
o: 17 shillings per hundred on all im- 
migrants they secure over twelve 
years of age. Mr. Grant’s services in 
Scotland have ‘beeen dispensed with. 
The chief officer for the West of Eng- 
land will henceforth be at Manches- 
ter instead of Liverpool. 

From his observations while in the 
old country Mr. Smart is of the opin- 
ion that the British Isles are still the 
most promising source of settlers for 
the Dominion.

RE THE ELECTRIC LIGHT BY-LAW. 


Editor Bulletin. ? 

Dear Sir; In view of the fact tha 
your editorial comment hereon of Fri- 
day last is misleading and strongly at 
variance with the apparent attitude of 
your paper theretofore and thus likely 
the more prejudice the passing of the 
by-law. in question I ask that, on be- 
half of the counci!, you publish this ex- 
planation. 

You speak of the lack of an inven- 
tory of the property proposed te be 
purchased from the Electric Light Co. 
—I herewith hand you such inventory 
for publication. lf you had been at 
the meetings of council when the mat- 
ter was discussed you would have 
known of tnis inventory and if you 
had asked for it before writing the 
article in question you covid have had 
it. ee Ae 

You say that Mr. Pym advised the 
council! to have a _ proper inventory 
made betore proceeding with the pur- 
chase. He did not. What he did 
say was that under the circumstances 
the town was making as good a bar- 
gain as could be expected at $13,500 
and much better than towns similar- 
ly situated had been able to do, andhe 
advised that we close the deal. Kam- 
loops, he said, had paid much dearer 
than we were asked to pay. He did 
say, however, that before the purchase 
was completed the comyyyny shoulg 
provide a plan showing the extensions 
of its system. That plan is being pre- 
pated and will be on view in the town 
hall the day the vote is to be taken, 
and in the Secretary-Treasurer’s of- 
fice if sooner completed. 

As to the value of the plant included 
in that inventory the facts are that 
the dynamo, 2 engines, one boiler, 
transformers, meters, und the wiring 
to the extent of the present load are 
in good repair and of good value. The 
only trouble is that a 1200 light ma- 
chine is inacequate to supply twice the 
number of lights, and that as a change 
has to be made from the present site 
much of the other plant will lose its 
value. The values stated in the in. 
ventory are such as a solvent concern 
in full running order would appraise 
its plant at. ‘true the old site is in- 
cluded but an offer exceeding what we 
are asked to pay was made along with 
it so that there is no loss on,that score. 
To meet and disarm all criticism the 
company still further reduced ‘is valu- 
ation to $14,600 or thereabouts. This 
latter valuation might be fair enough 
if the town did not iniend to rempve 
the site of the station and to discard 
all plant not strictly up to date. For 
these reasons the council valued the 
plant at $11,000... To aid us Mr. Mc- 
Naughton was asked to state what 
portions of the plant the town could 
reasonably expect to use to advantage. 
Aiterwards Mr. Pym confirmed the in- 
formation given by Mr. McNaghton. 
The latter is an expert, the iormer 
deals in these articles as his sole busi- 
ness, and the council satisfied itself as 
to the truth of each man’s repjrt. 
Neither rcecommerded old machinery, 
but each pointed out what could be us- 
ed without loss. But thai is only part 
of. the asssets “he town is asked ta buy. 
The compary ‘is a going concern—its 
net revenue for 1901 is shown by its 
books to be $350 per month or $4,200 
a year over all expenses—and its fran- 
chise extends until Defember 26th, 
1905. If allowed to continue business 
till that franchise expires the net pro- 
fit at the present rate would exceed 
what we are asked to pay for the)whole 
aud good-will. And there are 600 
lights now waiting to be put on which 
cannot be supplied without further 
power with every likelihood of that 
bpumber being doubled before the end 
of the year. The company does not 
wish, to sell—it offers to sefl only be- 
cause the town council refuses to ex- 
tend its franchise for a period long 
enough to justify the addition of the 
costly plast necessary to supply ~ the 
additional lights required. lor whe- 
ther the town buys sind increses the 
plant or the company increases it the 
necessary extension will cost about 
$16,000. 

If we do not buy out, could weexpect 
to install a municipal system and step 
into the company’s business with its 
revenue of $350 per month? Could we 
refuse to allow the company to supply 
light aod thereby confiscate iis prop- 
erty? Can we say, we will neither buy 
out nor give the company a franchise ? 
Is the town not bound to deal fairly 
with those who have invested their 
money in the past? The shareholders 
of the company are Jarge ratepayers, 
and they are many also. Could we 
have the slightest hope of passing a 
by-law to install a new plant in op- 
position to the company, or without 
first reckoning with the company? If 
the town could do so would it not fbe 
an ucconscious abuse of its power ? 

Granted that the company’s machin- 
ery is old and worn as some of ‘it is, 
still getting both piant and good-will 
are we paying too much? Do the op- 

nents of the by-law make any al- 

wance for the franchise? The agree- 
ment between the town and company 
provides that if the town elect to buy 
out the company, and the parties fail 
to agree the value shall be determined 
by arbitration. Do those who object 
consider that if resort were had to ar- 
bitration a still larger price might be 
awarded? Are they aware that some 
members of the company are hoping 
that the by-law will fail to pass in 
order that they may demand from the 
town a long franchise? If ratepayers 
who are not shareholders in the om- 
pany defeat the by-law, upon what 
ground could the council refuse a long 
franchise? Do those who cppose the | 
by-law consider that at present rates 
the plant will pay for itself in a few 
years without having cost the ratepay- 
ers a dollar? It might be very well 
if we could buy the good-will and such 
of the plant as suits our purpose but 
we must take the bitter with the 
sweet. After all it must be remem- 
bered that a 1200 light dynamo which 
on a flat system as here carries 1600 
lights is not a very bad piece of ma- 
chiaery and there must be some power 
behind it too, The trouble -is that 
the company cannot supply all the 
lights demanded—the council had to 
do something and choosing between a 
long franchise with possibly a continu- 
ance of gis&ptistaction arjd—buying, 
out the company—thbe counci! chose the 
latter. Can you say they did not act 
wisely? Is not the principal of muni- 
cipal ownership worth something? If 
we do pay a few dollars too much for 
the electt:c light p'ant, if it settles for 
all time the principal ownership of 
great public utilities in Edmonton will 
we have paid too much? Above all we 
must remember that the electric light 
by-law does not stand or fall alone. If 
it passes the enterprise will help to pay 
the expenses of the waterworks sys- 
tem—one set of officials will do for 
both, one site and building, and one set 
of boilers oniy will be-needed. Never 
can we hope to install on so favorable 
a basis and if the by-law fails tofpass 
row can we hope for. a chance tp try 
it again for some time? Remember 
the electric light system pays a big 
dividend on the money we are asked to
